Dear Sir: 

Your article in the issue 
of the Gazette of Mar, 27, 
1968 on ‘‘Use of Surplus 
Huts discussed’’ deserves 
some comment, 

First of all the writer of 
this article, Mr, F, Laird 
was not present at this meet- 
ing of the council, Under the 
appearance of a newspaper 
report a blased viewpoint Is 
presented which In no way 
resembles the discussion 
that occurred in council, 
This council! meeting lasted 
three and half hours, aleng- 
thy agenda was finished with 
this one particular agenda 
item not lasting more than 
20 minutes, 

The town has bought these 
six surplus huts from the 
federal government about 
one year ago for the sum of 
$2,500 each from general 
revenue funds, The town still 
has to proceed with avert~ 
ising the money by-law tc 
reimburse the revenue fund 
for this expenditure, The 
town can elther make these 
huts avallable for use now if 
there is a need for them or 
store them away for som» 
distant future, | prefer to 
see these huts used now when 
the need for them is appar- 
ently here, either by the town 
and/or by community serv- 
ing groups of citizens, Since 
the basic costs for the erec- 
tlon and finishing of each 
het ls about $8,000 (as was 
calculated by the recreation 
department), it is desirable 
that these buts be erected at 
least cost to the towy and 
hence to the taxpayer, The 
Braeside rink hut wast erec- 
ted by the town af a coat of 
about 0,000 because of 
special Mooring needed for 
skates, This but stands idle 
for a large part of the year, 
| wish to make it giite 
clear that | do not object 
to this, as It serves in its 
own right a commanity pur- 
pure, 

The Creative Schools Soc- 
lety, & noo-profit, aoo-de- 
nominational Soctety reg- 
istered under the Societies 
Act, offered to erect one 
hut on already town owned 
lami, the location of which 
would be selectal by the 
town, The {mmediate costs 
of about $2,000 tncurred for 
fixtures and services con- 
nections were to be paid by 
the town although this am- 
ount would be repaid over a 
period of five years in the 
form of rent, It should again 
be pointed out that the town 
has already bought these 
huts and that there is no 
question of purchasing land 
for this hut, 

Rt was polnated out to Coun- 
ellior Gibbon at this meeting 
of the counci] (tut not re- 
ported by your absent “re- 
porter’’) that there was no 
eost of land tnvolved and that 
the hut has to be paid for 
whether erected or not, His 
total of $7,000 was there- 
fore tn error by 4,500 (be- 
{ag land and hut), The net 
result would be that the town 
would finish up with an erec- 
ted building for $2,500, 
which compares favourably 
with the estimates that the 
recreation department pre- 
sented, And furthermore 
this society would be prov- 
iding many thousands of dol- 
lars in the form of labour in 


the erection and outfitting of 
this hut, 

This same principle of er- 
ection and finishing of a hut 
by volunteer labor plus 
$2,000 (plus service connec- 
tion) was used for the teen- 
agers hut which Councillor 
Gtvbon favours so much and 
which | have supported all 
along on the principle that 
the use of this hut serves 
a community purpose, The 
teens do not repay their 
$2,000 and | do not object to 
that at all, 

Councillor Gibbon voted 
for the teenagers hut, even 
though he has teenaged 
children, And so he should, 
because he (is Interested in 
this community project, | 
have a son in the cubs and 
the Hercules Association 
and a daugtter Inthe brown- 
les, any of these organi- 
tations or any other comm- 
unity minded, non-profit and 
non=denom national 
were to make a 
fer to the town, | have 
every intention to vote on 
such a question again, 

During the discussion in 
counct!] (again not reported 
by your absent ‘‘reporter’’) 
the matter of exclutive use 
came up, The classes of 
this society do not operate 
for four months of the year, 
ner do they use the building 
after 4 p.m.

BY-LAW No, 59 - 68, 
MOVING BUILDINGS ON MUNICIPAL ROADS 

By-Law No, 59-68, being a by-law of the Municipal 

District of Sturgeon No, 90, Morinville, Alberta, for 
the purpose of controlling and regulating the moving 
of buildings on Municipal Roads: 
WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 222, Part 13, Chapter 30 
of the Vehicles and Highway Traffic Act, 1967 the 
Council of a municipality may make by-laws for the 
regulation and control of the use of roads under its 
firection and management; 

WHEREAS, it {s the Council’s wish to control and 
regulate the moving of buildings by the issuance of 
moving permits through the Municipal Office for every 
building being towed, carried or in any other manner, 
moved on Municipal Roads; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 231] Part V1, Chapter 
215 of the Municipal District Act, the Council may 
(a) Impose a fine not exceeding One Hundred Dollars, 
exclusive of costs, for the breach of By-Law No, 59-68; 
(b) provide for reasonable punishment by imprisonment 
in the nearest common goal for any period not exceed- 
ing sixty days in case of nonpayment of the fine and 
costs inflicted for the breach of the by-law unless 
the fine and costs including the costs of committal 
are sooner paid; (c) provide that Uf the conviction 
is for the non payment of a permit fee payable to the 
Municipal District,the Court on conviction, may adjudge 
the payment thereof in addition to the fine, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that By-Law No, 
59-68 be enacted and that a permit be required for 
moving of buildings on Municipal Roads at the rate of 
55,00 per permit and that a fine be imposed pursuant 
to the Act for infraction of By-Law No, 59-68,
